The  service  will  be  conducted  by  Rabbi 
Judah  Nadich  and  Rabbi  Isaac  Toubin 
with  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  and  Mr.

This  will  be  the  sixteenth  year  that 
Rabbi  Isaac  Toubin  will  assist  Rabbi 
Nadich  during  the  High  Holy  Day  ser¬ 
vices.  Rabbi  Toubin,  who  was  ordained 
by  The  Jewish  Theological  Seminary, 
is  a  member  of  our  synagogue  and  the 
executive  director  of  the  American  Asso¬ 
ciation  for  Jewish  Education.

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BUILDING  CONSTRUCTION  FUND  REACHES  $1.2  MILLION  MARK 

OFFICERS  ASK  FOR  PLEDGES  NOW 

The  mid-year  figure  for  Phase  II  of  the  Building  Construction  Fund  reached  $1.2  million  in  cash  gifts  and  pledges  as  of 
June  30,  1976. 

In  reporting  on  the  fund  raising  campaign  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  George  Shapiro,  Chairman  of  the  Board,  urged  all 
members  of  the  Synagogue  who  had  not  yet  sent  their  pledges  for  the  Building  Construction  Fund  to  do  so  as  soon  as  possible.

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HIGH  HOLY  DAYS 


Rosh  Hashanah 
At  Home 

Rosh  llaslianah,  unlike  the  secular 
New  Year,  is  both  a  solemn  and  festive 
occasion.  Its  joy  is  spiritually  disci¬ 
plined  by  the  sacred  traditions  of  home 
and  synagogue.  Although  the  observance 
of  the  High  Holy  Days  is  centered  pri¬ 
marily  in  the  synagogue,  the  home  is  the 
place  where  the  family  prepares  to  meet 
the  New  Year  in  a  spirit  of  faith  and 
in  a  mood  conducive  to  prayer  and 
soul-searching. 

The  table  is  set  with  a  white  cloth 
and  the  centerpiece  may  be  white  flow¬ 
ers  —  all  symbolic  of  purity.  Candle¬ 
sticks,  wine  and  hallot  are  on  the  table. 
It  is  customary  to  have  two  round  hal- 
lot  to  symbolize  a  full,  round  year,  as 
well  as  a  dish  of  honey  and  sliced  apples. 

1.  The  family  gathers  together  for 
the  lighting  of  candles  and  the  kiddush 
which  precedes  the  festival  meal  on  both 
Rosh  Hashanah  nights.  The  following 
blessings  are  recited  over  the  candles: 

Barukh  Atali  Adonai  Elohaynu  Mel- 
ekh  haolam,  usher  kiddeshanu  bemit- 
zvotav  vetzivanu  lehadlik  ner  shel 
Shahbat  v  Yom  Tov  (first  night)  ; 
Torn  Tov  (second  night). 

Blessed  art  Thou,  0  Lord  our  God, 
King  of  the  Universe,  Who  hast  sanc¬ 
tified  us  by  Thy  commandments  and 
instructed  us  to  kindle  the  Sabbath 
and  Festival  Lights  (first  night); 
the  Festival  Lights  (second  night). 
Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohaynu  Mel- 
ekh  haolam  sheheheyanu,  vekiye- 
manu  vehigiyanu  lazeman  hazeh. 
Blessed  art  Thou,  0  Lord  our  God, 
King  of  the  Universe,  Who  hast  kept 
us  in  life,  preserved  us,  and  enabled 
us  to  reach  this  season. 

2.  The  Rosh  Hashanah  kiddush,  led 
by  the  father,  should  be  chanted  by  all 
members  of  tire  family. 

3.  After  the  ceremonial  washing  of 
hands,  llamotzi  is  recited  over  the 
hallot. 

4.  Then  all  members  of  the  family 
dip  the  apple  in  honey  and  recite  the 
following  blessing  and  prayer: 

Yehi  ratzon  milefanekhah  Adonai 
Elohaynu  veElohay  avotaynu,  shete- 
hadesh  alaynu  Shanah  Tovah  ume- 
tukah 


May  it  be  Thy  will,  0  Lord  our  God, 
to  renew  unto  us  a  happy  and  sweet 
New  Year. 

5.  On  the  second  night  of  Rosh  Ha¬ 
shanah  it  is  customary  to  introduce  a 
new  fruit  (mango,  cactus  pear,  ripe  fig, 
etc.)  so  that  in  addition  to  the  blessing 
over  the  fruit  the  Sheheheyanu  may 
also  be  recited. 

6.  The  Rosh  Hashanah  greeting  — 
in  its  brief  form  - —  is  “L’shanah  Tovah 
Tikatevu ”  —  “May  you  be  inscribed 
for  a  good  year.” 

7.  On  both  Rosh  Hashanah  days, 
following  synagogue  services,  a  festive 
meal  is  served,  preceded  by  a  short 
kiddush  over  wine.  After  llamotzi  the 
hallah  is  dipped  in  honey. 


Yom  Kippur 

Yom  Kippur  is  the  annual  Day  of  Judg¬ 
ment,  the  one  religious  occasion  which 
is  observed  entirely  in  the  synagogue. 
The  meal  which  precedes  this  Fast  (on 
Yom  Kippur  Eve)  is  intended  to  be 
a  spiritual  experience  for  the  entire 
family.  This  meal  is  eaten  early  so 
that  the  family,  without  the  need  to 
rush,  can  be  in  the  synagogue  before 
sundown.  It  is  customary  to  avoid 
salty  or  spicy  foods  at  the  meal  to 
prevent  thirst  on  the  Fast  Day.  Fal¬ 
lowing  tire  Birkat  11  amazon  (Grace 
after  Meals),  holiday  candles  are  lit 
and  the  following  blessings  recited: 
Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohaynu  Mel- 
ekh  ha  olam,  asher  kiddeshanu  bemit- 
zvotav  vetzivanu  lehadlik  ner  shel 
Yom  Hakippurim. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohaynu  Mel- 
ekh  ha'olam  sheheheyanu,  vekiye- 
manu,  vehigiyanu  lazeman  hazeh. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  0  Lord  our  God, 
King  of  the  Universe,  Who  hast 

sanctified  us  by  Thy  commandments 
and  hast  commanded  us  to  kindle 
Yom  Kippur  lights. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  0  Lord  our  God, 
King  of  the  Universe,  Who  hast 

kept  us  in  life,  preserved  us,  and 
enabled  us  to  reach  this  season. 


Blessing  The  Children 

It  is  a  beautiful  tradition  in  the  home 
that,  before  leaving  for  the  synagogue 
for  Kol  JSidre,  the  father  blesses  his 


children  by  placing  his  hands  on  tlje 
head  of  each  one.  Such  blessings  are 
introduced  by  the  following  traditional 
prayer,  to  which  the  father  adds  ’  ords 
of  his  own,  appropriate  to  the  age  and 
needs  of  each  child: 

For  sons : 

May  God  make  you  a  true,  faithful 
and  honorable  son  of  Israel  as  were 
Ephraim  and  Menasseh,  the  sons  of 
Joseph. 

For  daughters : 

May  God  make  you  a  true,  faithful 
and  honorable  daughter  of  Israel,  as 
were  our  mothers,  Sarah,  Rebecca, 
Rachel  and  Leah. 

Forgiveness 

At  this  time,  too,  members  of  the 
family  are  introduced  to  the  prayers  of 
forgiveness  by  asking  each  other  for 
forgiveness  for  the  wrongs  or  the  hurts 
they  have  done  each  other  knowingly 
or  unknowingly  during  the  preceding 
vear.
